Land  Market  Activity,  Northern  Great  Plains  Region 
Third  Quarter,  July  1  to  September  30,  1944  \J 

*•  .  Volume  of  Land  Transfers  2/ 

There  were  423  sales  the  third  quarter  of  1944  which  is  37  percent 
less  than  in  the  corresponding  quarter  of  last  year.    This  is  a  contin- 
uation of  the  downward  trend  shown  last  quarter ?     The  present  number  is 
approximately  the  same  as  ir.  the  third  quarter  of  1941  and  1942,  but  the 
decrease  from  last  year  is  significant.    Part  of  the  decrease  in  activity 
is  the  result  of  the  reduced  holdings  of  unwilling  owners  and  the  recent 
legislative  restrictions  on  sales  of  state  and  county  land  in  North 
Dakota . 

The  acreage  of  land  sold  was  only  1.0  percent  of  the  land  in  farms 
compared  with  1,4  percent  a  year  ago.    Activity  compared  with  a  year 
ago,  increased  in  Judith  Basin,  Goshon,  Deuel  and  Traill,  remained  the 
same  in  Fallon,  Brookings  and  Lancaster  ond  decreased  in  all  other 
counties.    The  highest  activity  this  quarter  was  in  Judith  Basin, 
Goshen,  Deuel,  Traill  ana  Haakon  counties.     The  least  activity  was  in 
Dickinson  and  Clay  counties  where  only  0.2  percent  of  the  •  land  in' farms 
was  sold  (table  1). 

The  largest  .decrease  in  sales  occurred  in  Adams  County,  •Colorado 
where  3,8  percent  o,f  the  land  in  farms  was  sold  in  the  third  quarter  of 
last,  year  compared  with  1.0  percent  in  the.  current  quarter.  Informants 
attributed  this  decrease  in  volume  to  the  poor  wheat  crop.    In  another 
county  it  was  reported  that  the  decrease  in  activity  this  quarter  was 
due  to  the  predicted  end  of  the  war  in  Europe  in  1944.    This  caused 
some  potential  buyers  to  conclude  that  commodity  prices  Were  ready  to 
break  and  that  this,  was  a  poor  time  to  buy  land. 

Distress  .transfers  are  at  a  record  low  of  16  compared  with  the  . 
peak  of  429  in  the  first  quarter  of  1941.  All  16  of  thos3  transfers 
wore  mortgage  foreclosures. 

Buyers  and  Sellers 

Resident  farmers  continued  to  purchase  about  four-fifths  of  the 
tracts  sold,  resident  nonfarmers  purchased  12  percent  and  nonresident 
nonfarmers  5  percent  (table  2).    Of  the  farmer  buyers,  82  percent 
already  owned  some  land,  15  percent  were  tenants  and  3  percent  were

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farm  boys  or  farm  hands.    There  appears  to  have  been  no  significant 
change  from  recent  quarters. 

Out  of  the  7,272  purchases  classified  so  far  in  this  study, 
18.7  percent  has  been  purchased  by  tenants.    The  highest  percentage  of 
tenant  purchases  was  in  the  eastern  portions  of  the  Dakotas,  Nebraska 
and  Kansas.    The  smallest  percentage  has  been  in  the  Montana  counties 
and  in  Haakon  County,  South  Dakota,     Informants  usually  have  concluded 
that  the  financial  condition  of  tenants  has  not  been  as  good  as  that 
of  part-ovmers  and  full-owners,  consequently,  tenants  have  not  bought 
as  much  land. 

There  was  little  change  in  the  source  of  land  for  sale  from  the 
previous  quarter,    O.vner- operators  again  sold  13  percent  of  the  tracts, 
other  individuals  38  percent,  the  states  and  counties,  combined,  19  per- 
cent, private  corporations  13  percent,  estates  10  percent  and  public 
credit  agencies  7  percent  (table  3),    There  lias  been  sor.e  increase  over 
a  year  ago  in  the  proportion  of  owner-operators,  other  individuals  and 
estates  selling,  and  a  decrease  in  the  proportion  of  corporations, 
credit  agencies,  states  and  counties. 


Land  prices,  considering  quality,  are  up  about  one-fifth  over  a 
year  ago  but  are  only  slightly  above  last  quarter.    The  greatest  gains, 
both  over  a  year  ago  and  last  quarter,  occurred  in  Fallon,  Judith  3asin, 
Deuel,  Howard,  Lancaster,  Norton,  Stutsman,  Ward,  Brown,  Haakon  and 
Goshen  counties.    Price  in  all  of  the  others  remained  about  the  same  or 
decreased.     The  price  in  Adams  County  decreased  approximately  17  per- 
cent since  the  high  point  of  about  a  year  ago, 

• 

The  average  price  per  acre  for  the  third  quarter  of  1944  compared 
with  the  third  quarter  of  1943  was  higher  in  10  counties,  lower  in  six, 
and  the  same  in  one  oounty  (table  4),    This  quarter  the  average  price 
was  higher  than  last  quarter  in  only  eight  of  the  17  counties.    All  of 
the  change  in  price  is  not  reflected  in  the  average  price  because  of 
the  differences  in  quality  of  land  sold  which  generally  was  lower. 
In  nine  out  of  the  13  counties  quality,  as  measured  by  assessments,  was 
lower  than  a  year  ago  (table  5).     In  Fallon  County,  for  example,  the 
average  price  paid  decreased  but  the  quality  of  land  dropped  enough 
to  result  in  an  actual  increase  in  the  price  index  (table  9). 

Quarterly  indexes  have  been  computed  for  13  of  the  17  counties 
based  on  the  ratio  of  the  price  to  assessed  value.    3/    In  general,  the 
indexes  vary  more  from  county  to  county  than  in  prior  quarters. 


ZJ    The  index  series  for  Ward  County,  North  Dakota  and  Haakon  County, 
South  Dakota  were  constructed  from  the  quarterly  average  prices  per  acre 
of  tracts  containing  various  proportions  of  crop  and  grazing  land.  The 
index  number?  for  all  other  counties  were  constructed  from  quarterly 
average  ratios  of  sale  prices  to  assessed  valuation  according-  to  the 
method  described  in  "Index  of  Farm  Real  3state  Prices  for  Selected 
Counties  in  the  Northern  Great  Plains  States",  Research  Memorandum  No,  18, 
February  1944.

The  increases  or  decreases  in  the  price  of  land,  are  influenced  by- 
local  conditions.    In  Adams  County,  for  example,  the  decrease  in  price 
'is  due  at  least  in  part  to  the  poor  crop  .harvested  in  1944..  Local 
informants  in  some  other  areas  indicate  that  the  demand  for  land  has 
been  curtailed  to  some  extent  by    the  prospective  buyers  being  appre- 
hensive of  the  economic  conditions  in  the  immediate  postwar  period. 
Other  informants  feel  that  there  is  a  strong  resistance  to  paying  prices, 
considered  too  high. 

Finance  of  Land  Sales  ' 

Cash  sales  were  the  most  prevalent  type  of  sale,  accounting  for 
66  percent  of  the  total,  cash  and  mortgage  sales  for  22  percent,  and 
contracts  for  deed  for  12  percent.    In  Brookings,  Lancaster,  Stutsman, 
Traill  and  Fallon  counties  more  than  50  percent  of  the  sales  involved 
a  mortgage  or  a  contract  for  deed.    The  contract  for  deed  is  vised  more 
often  in  llorth  Dakota  and  Montana  than  in  the  other  states.    In  the 
eastern  counties  of  the  region,  where  land  prices  are  higher  and  where 
less  land  is  sold  by  counties  and  the  various  credit  agencies,  mortgage 
sales  are  more  frequent  (table  6). 

Sellers  of  land  furnished  the  groatest  share  of  the  credit  used 
in  financing  land  sales,  76  percent  came  from  this  source,  3  percent 
from  assumed  mortgages  and  21  percent  from  now  mortgages.  Individuals 
furnishod  52  percent  of  the  new  mortgages,  insurance  companios  20  per- 
cent, commercial  banks  16  percent,  Federal  Land  Banks  8  percent  and 
others  4  percent.    Individuals  are  increasing  in  importance  in  the 
furnishing  of  new  credit  to  finance  land  sales  (table  7). 

In  mortgage  sales,  the  buyers  had  an  average  equity  of  38  percent 
and  in  contracts  for  deed  an  average  equity  of  25  percent.  The  amount 
of  equity  varies  more  in  mortgage  sales  than  in  contract  for  deed  sales. 

Resale  of  Farm  Land 

Nine  percent  of  the  sales  this  quarter  were  resales  of  tracts  pur- 
chased during  the  preceding  24  months.    This  is  the  same  percentage  as 
occurred  last  quarter  but  is  higher  than  in  the  first  quarter  of  this 
year  when  six  percent  of  the  sales  were  resales.    On  the  average,  tracts 
were  held  longer  before  resale  than  they  were  last  quarter.  Thirty 
percent  were  held  loss  than  6  months,  48  percent  less  than  a  year  and 
90  percent  less  than  18  months.    Last  quarter,  53  percent  were  held 
less  than  6  months,  71  peroent  less  than  a  year  and  94  percent  less 
than  18  months. 

The  resale  price  of  the  13  sales  on  which  full  consideration  is 
known  averaged  20  percent  over  the  original  purchase  price.  The 
interval  between  these  sales  averaged  10  months.    Some  of  the  resales 
were  by  dealers  who  take  title  to  the  land  rather  than  work  on  a 
commission  basis.    The  relative  number  of  resales  varied  considerably. 
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There  were  no  resales  in  Dickinson,  Fallon,  Judith  Easin  and  Haakon 

counties,  while  in  Haskell,  Clay  and  Goshen  counties  between  20  and 

30  percent  of  this  quarter's  sales  were  so  classified  (table  8)4
